The record of accomplishment 
so far rung up by your legislators 
in the first special session looks 
pretty fair, all things considered.

your legislators of not working 
diligently at their jobs. 

In addition, 22 proposed consti- 
tutional amendments have been 
introduced, nine of which have 
passed the first hous. Action on 
passed the first house. Action on 
will go to the voters next Decem- 
ber. 

Compared with the work done 
at the average regular session, 
this record is quite impressive. 
Usually only about a quarter of 
bills introduced become law. 

The general category of school 
legislation was by far the largest 
among the items recommended for 
legislative consideration, and we 
have achieved the greatest results 
in it. An emergency $30 million 
has been appropriated for urgent 
school construction. A new state 
school building loan bond issue for 
$200 million will go on the No- 
vember ballot. Improved science 
and engineering instruction at 
state colleges has been provided. 
Greater safety standards for pri- 
vate school busses has been requir- 
ed. Many technical bills relating 
to school district organization and

unification have been put on the 
books. 

“Diploma Mills’ which sell 
phony diplomas to unqualified in- 
dividuals, or to honest unsuspect- 
ing persons, also were dealt a body 
blow. Hereafter, heavy penalties 
can be handed out to those who 
traffic in: such worthless creden- 
tials. 

The serious problem of soil sink- 
ing, or ‘‘subsidence’’ in the Long 
Beach area is the topic of two bills 
which are now law. The first per- 
mits cooperation. among private 
parties in agreements to repressur- 
ize oil and gas fields. The second 
permits local government bodies to 
participate in such compacts, 

Several bills now law seek to 
encourage industrial expansion 
within California, and additional 
state construction, as a means of 
providing more employment. One 
law relievevs ships being built 
from local property taxes, in order 
to let our state get its fair share 
of the $3 billion federal ship 
building program now under way. 
Another calls for a $200 million 
state building construction bond 
issue, to be used as soon as ap- 
proved for all types of construc- 
tion. Another would permit issu- 
ance of revenue bonds for con- 
struction of small boat harbors 
throughout the state.

Any farm-operator, share ten- 
ant, share landlord or producer 
partnership is eligible to partici- 
pate in the farm storage facility 
and equipment loan program. The 
loan may be either directly 
through the ASC office or through 
a local bank. Loans may be ob- 
tained on storage for wheat, corn, 
oats, rye, barley, soybeans, grain 
sorghums, dry beans, rice, pea- 
nuts, cottonseed and flaxseed. 

While the structures financed 
do not have to be used for cém- 
modities which are under price- 
support loans, they must meet the 
same storage requirements. A 
farmer may borrow up to 80 per- 
cent of the cost of new storage 
bins, cribs, or other approved 
structures. The loan may be re- 
paid in four annual installments 
with the first installment due at 
the end of the first year. 

Drying equipment eligible for 
loan includes mobile dryers, air 
circulators, ventilators, tunnels, 
and fans. Up to 75 percent of the 
delivered and assembled cost — 
exclusive of labor costs — may be 
borrowed. These loans are for four 
years, payable in three annual in- 
stallments beginning at the end of 
the first year. As on structure 
loans, the interest rate is four per- 
cent.

damage to citrus, cotton, alfalfa, 


deciduous trees, fruits, grain, veg- 
etables and all other green foliage 
plants and crops. 

“Past experience has shown

ticipation with other farmers, 
ranchers, county, state and federal 
governments,
